To Benefit Student Body 



'Attractive merchandizing, quick 
service, and an opportunity to get 
texts early in the term — that's 
what a seven-man staff at 3480 

University street aims to give Mc- 
Gill' students. 

Open for the past month to pro- 
vide texts for Medical and Dental 
students, the University Book Store 
is this week handling the rush Job 
ot getting' books to all other stii- 
dentsl 

For students in arts and science, 
commerce, and engineering, books 
are sold in the Bookateria, which 
is operated "just like a grocery 
store" in tVie Physical Sciences ren- 
tre next door to the Book istore. 
Books here are classified according 
to faculty and. course. 
^^^Mla, tnd fixtures, some of 
;v^Içhi|yrére delayed by thé rail- 
way' strike, will be Initalled by Oct. 
10,- according to Ray Verrey, the 
Book Store's manager. ' 
'The store has some 40,000 books 
on order, Mr. Verrey said, 85 per 
cent of which were recommended 
by thé faculty. This will mean that 
students should get their texts earl- 
ier in the term than ever before, 
he added. 

"I feel we have an academic role 
to fulfil," Mr. Verrey ^ said. "If 
students, can't get .books early,- thw 
chançA: are. time wiU slip by and 
they mighi not get them at all.',' The 
Book Store plans to'iremcdy lliat; 

Prices at the Book Store are the 
same as elsewhere, because, Mr. 
Verrey said, the plan is to have 



the store pay Its own way. But, 
he added, as when plans for the 
Book Store were announced by 
the University last year, "any 
profits wili;be used by the Uni- 
versity directly for ..the benefit of 
the students." ' 

Acting as a liaison between the 
Book' Store and the faculty is i 
committee of management, consist- 
ing of four professors, Mr. Verrey, 
Col. S. H. Dobcll, Camptrolier and 
Executive Assistant to the Principal, 
and Boris Gardavsky, president of 
the Students' Society. . "

Built of . the same brick as 
the gymnasium, this new addition 
will eventuall,v weather down to 
give the two btiildings the appear- 
ance of one unit • 

The Memorial Hall itself is fin- 
ished in dark and light marble, 
with dark marble pillars. It will 
contain a memorial window, and 
in an alcove there will be a stand 
with a book of remembrance con- 
taining the names of those ot Mc- 
Gill killed In the two world wars. 
The window and stand have been 
donated by a friend of the Univer- 
sity, and the manuscript sheets of 
the memorial book have been done 
by Professor Whitehead of Mac- 
dnnald College.

There are stands on one side of

«Prltanding, might do much to jeopardize the

; It is true, the American dependence for 

Canadian products and resources has greatly 
f. - improved the better trade and economic rc- 

■ lationships between these two democratic 
■ countries. Yet, in spite of increased American 

^purchases, the people of Canada still ended 
V; up with $110,000,000 trade deficit for the 
• ' first eight ^months of*this year. In formér 




years" this inflâtiônary influence was parli- 
'ally absorbed from trade surplus coining 
from other countries. This year, however, a 
deficit instead of a surplus is resulting be- 
cause of the greater devaluation of most 
forèign currencies. In America this devalua- 
tion has taken the form of high prices needed 
to offset the costs of defensive expansion as 
in the case of steel.' 

Other businesses, however, unjustly fol- 
lowed suit — defensive and non-defensive — 
until finally all American prices are expand- 
ing. 

. The result was that defence industries 
in the States could not pass off the additional 
costs needed "for expansion since most all 
other businesses increased their prices cor- 
respondingly. This situation had in part a 
needless and unjust inflationaiy influence not 
only to the good people of the U.S., but^more 
80 on the good people of the Dominion. 

As to whethejbthei^anadian Govern- 
ment has foiind thc'lScst'possible answer to 
this situation, remains to be seen. But re- 
gardless of what immediate effects riiay be 
adiieved, the establishment of Canadian and 
American currency upon a more just and 
equitable basis will in my opinion pave, the 
Avay for a better relationship l)ctwcen these 
two democratic and independent nations. 
Certainly no patriotic American will let the 
sacrifice of a few additional but unearned 
dollars stand in the way of this-.better rela- 
Uonship., ^ <^

The expedition carried out the 
first Investigation of a small ice 
cap and made the . fjrst full : scale 
study|otahe^nt^^ 
whicihi'1r^BOTt^l'.éÔ0'*m 
and varies in width from 150 to 250 
miles. The Ice c.ip, which is located 
In the norUieast area of the Island,

* Some of the party were flown 
lo the island in the Arctic Institute's 
Norseman and others were flown 
in by the R.C.A.F. The jumping- 
off point for the Interior of the 
Island was Clyde, a Hudson Bay 
post mid way up the east coast 
of the Island. Personnel came from 
Great Britain^ U.S., Canada, Nor- 
way, Finland and Switzerland. 
Glacial Growth 

Although an attempt to check 
the nature of the ice flow deep 
within^ the ice cap was a failure, 
tlie expcditinn did learn how the 
huge domed mass of ice is fed. 
Glaciers grow when snow piles up 
until the lower layers are succes- 
sively consolidated into ice by the 
weight of the upper layers. The 
Baffin ice cap, however, takes on a 
new layer of Ice when the snow 
melis and the rtin-off water is 
then frozen by the extreme ctià 
of the ice mass. 

This ice cap is unufual in that it 
appears to be fairly stable, where- 
as many other glacial masses 
throughout the world are dimin- 
ishing fn size. While a complete 
report on depth determinations is 
not yet available, measurements 
by gravimetric methods revealed a 
thickness of Ice at least as great 
as 1,800 feet.

A combinaion ski-wheel undercar- 
riage made it possible to hop from 
bare ground to snow. 

The only accident during the 
three-month expedition, which in- 
cluded flights among mountain 
peaks over 5,000 feet in height and 
hikes over treacherous icc, occur- 
red when Ken Eade, McGill grad- 
uate 'geology student, broke an 
anlcle while running along the is- 
land's shore. After being laid up 
for three weeks, he was able to 
continue with the expedition. 

The scientists did most of their 
work at night for, the sun's rays 
were not so. hot, then. The sun was 
about four degrees above the hor- 
izon at midnight and there w.is 
contlnous daylight throughout June 
and July. But during what woul-i 
be considered the daytime in Mont- 
real it was sticky and warm haul- 
ing loads in heavjrjcIothing.v." . 

"There was '^elHjer*lftoo?f much 
snow or not enough snow," said 
Col. Baird. "We spent most of June 
and July digging our tents out of 
snow drifts but by the end of July 
we were searching for snow to 
bank against the tents to hold them 
down In the strong winds. 'We were 



12 miles, from, the' nearest rocks 
during our work on the ice cap and 
at one time we considered flying in 
rocks, to place along the edges of 
IhV tenU,'' 

j^Svenn Orvlg McGlll meteoro- 
logy student, spent 87 days near 
the highest point of the dome of 
ice taking contlnous weather ob- 
servations. The temperature theie 
was as |ow as five degrees above 
zero In June and 13 degrees above 
zero In August.
